In  this  function  in  the  year  194-4  he  personally  conducted 
some  maltreatments  and  took  part  in  some,  namely: 

1.  The  nal treatment  of  1st  Lt,  ‘van  der  BULL »  by  beating 
with  a  stick  and  by  lashing  him  across  the  face  with  his 
‘Sam  Brown1 -belt,  next  cried  t.o  kick  him  down  the  stairs 
and  finally  hod  him  in  the  ; press -ground’  attitude  for 
about  half  an  hour  and  beat  him  egain  on  the  back  with  his 
*Sam  Browne1  and  a  stick. 

Reason:  Lt.  ’van  dcr  BULL*  liad  boon  ordered  to  nond  the 
shoes  of  the  Japanese  and  out  of  necessity  I10  was  compelled 
to  ask  every  Japanese  wno  came  to  him  for  nails  which  they 
had  to  obtain  from  the  KOSntiA  (tech.  Dent.)  because  no 
nails  were  given  to  him..  One  day  MEHAP.A  witnessed  such 
a  conversation,  which  was  conducted  with  a  groat  many 
gestures}  this  infuriated  him  and  he  maltreated  ‘van  der 
BULL’  as  described  above. 

2,  Tho  maltreatment  and  locking  up  of  a  group  cf  ‘fatigue- 
duty1  men,  who  had  bought  food  to  ?;atisfy  their  hunger. 

Each  man  received  at  least  30  strokes  with  a  stick  (5 

Dec.  1944). 

In  addition  to  this,  all  the  °,o.U's  were  maltreated 
regardless  of  their  physical  condition. 

4.  On  Jan.  8th,  1945,  i-EHARA  personally  maltreated  the 
Eur.  Sgt.  armourer,  ‘SAr.IER1  by  giving  him  70  strokes  with 
a  stick,  in  series  from  10  to  15»  Reason:  When  ‘SHAMIER’S 
house  was  searched  once,  a  tin  of  ‘nasi-goreng 1 .  supplied 
by  D.v,0.  (V/ar  Dept.)  was  found.  He  had  taken  it  with  him 
already  in  1942  from  S^iARINDA.  That  day,  however,  a  group 
of  ’’.o.V/’s  from  SAilARINDA  had  just  arrived  in  the  camp  and 
iEHARA  now  thought  that  ‘SHAMIER’  had  obtained  this  tin  from 
a  P.o.t/,  from  SAiiAT.INDA  and  wanted  him  to  report  the  man's 
name

•  stick  after  the  roll-call  in  the  afternoon,  because,  acc. 
to  NAKATANI,  the  P.o.'/'s  had  not  properly  dressed  to  the 
right'  during  roll-call,  ./hon  Lt.  'van  der  BULL'  dared 

:  remark  that  his  line  had  been  all-right,  he  was_  given  an 
additional  15  strokes;  Nakatani  was  drunk  again.'/ 
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
